The selectmen wish to call the attention of the citizens of the 
town to the following which they have been unable to report 
in the foregoing financial report, which as it seemed to them is 
of importance to the tax payers of the town. 

For a number of years the town has held ‘‘state bonds’’ to 
the amount of $6500 which have paid interest at the rate of six 
per cent, bringing into the treasury of the town the sum of 
$390 vearly. One of the bonds of $1000 became due January 
last; it has not, as yet, been collected from the state, for the 
reason that the selectmen thought best to let the town at its 
annual meeting take such action as the case demanded. 

Another bond of $5000 becomes due on January 1, 1893. 
Two of the selectmen saw Hon. Hiram D. Upton, treasurer of 
the New Hampshire Trust Company at Manchester; he said 
that the company would take the money, giving the town a 
debenture bond, agreeing to pay five per cent interest and as 
the company pays the same tax upon investments into the 
state treasury as the savings banks do, (which is one per cent) 
the town would receive th: same income upon the money as it 
has been receiving. 

Mr. Upton said that the company would, upon the first day 
of April, take the $5000 bond, which becomes due, January 1, 
1893, and would pay the town a premium of seventy-five dol- 
lars. 

The repair of highways is a subject that demands the atten- 
tion of every tax payer and allothers that are in favor of good 
and safe roads ;and that, in order to have them what they should 
be, a system should be adopted so as to bring about that re- 
sult. It seems that the ‘-old highway district?’ system of re- 


pairing the roads has outlived its days of usefulness ; and with 
the improved methods of repairing roads, in summer with the 
road machine, and the snow roller in the winter, seems to de- 
mand a change, to what is known as the Town Svstem, by 
which the repairs and breaking of roads shall be placed in the 
hands of an agent or agents who shall have full charge and he 
responsible for the proper repair of the roads and bridges. 

Last year there was expended upon the roads and bridges, in 
summer, a highway tax in labor of $1000, and $701.04 paid 
from the treasury. This year there was no tax in money or 
labor voted by the town. 

The following vote was passed March 29, 1888: 

‘A.C. Fifield moves and it was voted to instruct the select- 
men to settle up with the committee elected to procure a Town 
History, and recover so much of the one thousand dollars re- 
ceived by them as remained unexpended, and sell such paper as 
they bought as may remain unsold, and make a final settlement 
with such agents.”’ 

No action has been taken by the seleetmen on the vote. _ 

Last year there were claims against the town which were not 
reported: One by Brown and ‘Tuttle for damage to a colt ata 
culvert near C.T.Knowlton’s ; the town has settled the claim by 
paving fifty dollars; another in favor of O. KE. Kastman for 
board and care of Augustus Sargent. It being a county charge 
it was referred to the county commissioners, they taking the 
responsibility upon themselves, thus relieving the town from 
all liability. 

There have been two claims made upon the town for damage 
upon the highway, eact in the sum of one hundred dollars, one 
by J. F. Fellows, the other by Dimond Shaw. Another claim 
has been presented by OraG Eastman, the sum of $49.00 for 
services as fish and game warden. 

There may be a few unpaid bills against the town which have 
not been presented, but the amount is small.

School Report. 


The School Board make the following Report of the condition 
of the schools of Andover, for the year ending March 1, 1892, 
with recommendations for the ensuing year. ‘wo terms have 
been maintained, the spring term being ten weeks and the fall 
term thirteen or fourteen weeks in duration, the longer time 
being given to the larger schools. For the relief of the school 
at the Centre a few of the children have been sent to the Pre- 
paratory department of Proctor Academy, a reduced rate being 
secured which gave those pupils three terms at the cost of two 
at regular rates. 

The School Board are of the opinion that more time should 
be given for school work. ‘The winter vacation, as previously 
arranged, is about five months in duration, coming at the sea- 
son of the year when the boys are most at liberty for study, 
and the time most favorable for mental application. We 
recommend that for the coming year twenty-six or twenty- 
seven weeks be provided, to be arranged in three terms, the 
two fall or winter terms being shorter than hitherto. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The attention of the people of the town is called to the fact 
that the Proctor Academy Library and also the Proctor Mem- 
orial Library have been opened for public use free of charge. 
This secures to the people of the town access to a library of 
about 1400 volumes. The State Legislature at its last session 
passed a law which authorizes commissioners, which have been 
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appointed by the governor and Gonneil, to purchase one hund- 
red dollars worth of books and donate to towns establishing 
free public libraries. The books now belonging to the Proctor 
Memorial Library would doubtless be given. to a free public 
library if such a library should be established. In order to 
make the State appropriation available it will be necessary for 
the town to accept the law, make an annual appropriation of 
twenty-five dollars or more and provide for the care of the 
books. We recommend that such action be taken and_ that 
trustees be appointed to have care of the free publie library to 
be established. In view of the distance from East Andover to 
the Centre, we recommend that a section of the library be 
maintained at Kast Andover if local sid can also be secured at 
that place. 

Free public libraries are an important aid to education and 
probably the same amount of money could be spent in no bet- 
ter way, to aid the education of the children, than by support 
of a library. 


UNION OF SCHOOLS. 


An endeavor was made by the Board to unite the Tucker 
Mountain school with that at East Andover. In view of ob- 
jections on the part of the people of the district, this was not 
done. The register shows an attendance of but from three to 
seven pupils. For the fall term only three pupils were present 
the larger part of the time. It would be greatly to the advan- 
tage of the schools if a union of several of them could be 
effected, thus securing means with which to maintain longer 
terms. 


TEACHERS. 


The improvement of schools largely depends upon the teach 
ers employed. The School Board are of the opinion that the 
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standard should be raised in respect to preparation for the 
work. Attendance at a Normal school should be earnestly 
desired by those preparing to teach. Liberal compensation of 
teachers is necessary to justify them in the expenditure neces- 
sary to secure normal training. Graduation at an academy or 
high school, or other equivalent studies, is the minimum stand- 
ard of preparation which should be recognized. ‘The Board 
recommend that the school policy of the town in future be 
shaped with a view to securing teachers that have had either 
successful experience or competent preparation for their work, 
and that appropriations be made accordingly. 


REPAIRS. 


During the past year the schoolhouses at Kast Andover and 
Cilleyville have been furnished with new seats. Other repairs 
have been made. The chief needs for the coming year are new 
seats and a new floor for the Taunton Hill schoolhouse and 
bookcases for the several schools in which to store the books 
of the town. The West Andover schoolhouse should be 
shingled. Various minor repairs will be required. We recom- 
mend that the following sums be raised for the ensuing year: 


For support of schools, $500 00 
Repairs upon schoolhouses, any balance unexpended 
for repairs to be applied to schools, 200 00
